" We have Htrongly opposed, on inanj' 
occasiona, Mr. Wnlkoin's railway policy, 
a'ad wo do not seo thai under the circum- 
stances as thoy oxiatod we could have 
done otherwise; but wo aro bound, now 
that a satiiifactory solution of the matter 
has boen arrived at, to acknowledge, first, 
that Mr. Walkom has carried out his poli- 
cy with rare consistency and courage; and 
8eeondI^, that ho haa brought it to a buc- 
cossful tgsuo." 

The above item is taken from tlie 
New Westminster Herald, ilio Gov- 
ernment organ on tho ilaiiiland, and 
we reproduce it to bUow to what ends 
Mr. Walkcm and his followers will ro- 
BOrfc to attempt to convinco tho iiublic 
that their railway policy was from its 
inception exceedingly brilliant and 
wise. But we have too much faith in 
tho intelligence of tho peojjle of tliia 
Province to suppose that tboy will for 
a moment be carried away by any such 
special pleading. The present solution 
of the railway difficulty is far from bo 
ing the embodiinnnt or oven the essence 
of the policy of tho Govornrtiont. The 
one is as diflereiil from tho other an 
light is from shade— the one almost as 
widely apart from tho other as the 
poles' are asunder. Now what, we 
would ask, was tho substance of the 
Government's policy? What was the 
war cry of tho most rabid of Mr. 
Walkem's misguided supporters? Tho 
answer is already a matter of history 
although the echo of the clamor for the 
"Oabkarvoji Terms or Separation" has 
scarcely yet died away. Not only 
did they solemnly ])ledge themselves, 
when aceking tho sufFragus of tho elec 
tors, to demand actual railway con- 
struction in British Columbia by the 
first of May, 1879, but they vehem 
ently asserted tiiat in the event of non 
commencement of the railway on that 
day they would snns ceremonie secede 
from the Confederatior. ; and to give n 
semblance of aiucerity to those pledge.-, 
they passed their celebrated Scparatioii 
Memorial. Is ow, the eventful "first of 
May" has arrived and what do we find i 
Railway construction has not been 
commenced and British Columbia is 
still a Province of the Dominion of 
Canada. C;in Mr. Walkem deny that 
such is the easel Of course he cannot, 
for tho facta are too stubborn to sub- 
mit to distortion even at his hands. 
And yet the people are assured by the 
Government organs that "ilr. Walkem 
has carried out his policy with rare 
consistency and courage!" The fact of 
the matter is that instead of carrying 
out a single principle of his policy Mr. 
Walkem has been compelled by the 
force of circumstances to igno- 
miniously and ingloriously back down 
from the position his ill-advised 
supporters obliged him to assume. The 
Separation I^Iemorial reposoa peacefully 
at Downing street without the slight- 
est probability of its slumbers ever be- 
ing disturbed. Its advent there has 
failed to receive even a recognition 
from the Imperial authorities and at 
Ottawa its direful threat does not seera 
to have created any very marked im- 
pression on the Ministry. Tho accept- 
ancG by Mr. Walkem of Sie Johx A. 
Macdonald's promise to "commence 
railway construction this year, and 
press it vigorously," is in reality what 
we advised the Government to accept 
some time since. He ridiculed tho 
idea of descending from his high liorso 
then. But now a change has come 
"o'er the spirit of his dream" and not 
only does he gladly recede from his 
"blood and thunder" position but eats 
with comparntive good grace a large 
slice of humble pie v/hich would have 
assumed the form of some other delica- 
cy if he had heeded the counsel of tho 
true friends of the Province. Tho so- 
lution of tho railway difficulty is then 
a promise to do a stated thing, and in 
that promise we put confidence, becau&e 
we believe the Government are in a posi- 
tion to fulfil it. We have never con- 
tended that Canada should l;e required 
to perform an inipossibility; but it 
would seem that Jtr WALKKii and 
his followers have. Hence the absurd- 
ity and ignominy of their present po.ii 
tion. In the eyes of the public they 
can appear only as political braggarts 
who whenthecliraa.x was reached lacked 
the courage to carry their policy into 
effect. It will yet be demonstrated 
that tho absence of courage in the Gov- 
ernment ranks is beneficial to the 
country. Tho Separation Memorial 
was a fiMX pas. Wo pi'onounced it 
such when the House passed it, pre- 
dicting that it could be productive of 
no good, and that when the day indi- 
cated in it arrived the Government of 
the Province would bo placed in a po- 
sition of humiliation at Ottawa and 
London. -Time has proved bhac our 
prediction was right.

A "Souso" In Baldwin's aardens. 



We take tho following from tho Hol- 
born Guardian: — We now visited one 
of tho most disgraceful .scenes that we 
ever witnessed. Tho poor inmates in 
this house were paying rents that were 
simply extortionate, and which they 
were compelled to pay, owing to not 
being able to find another place to crawl 
into. Thoy complained loudly of the 
way in wlilck their landlord neglected 
them and kept increasing their rents; 
and also of tho authorities, pulling down 
their homos and forcing them to live 
in such rookeries. Wo first of all went 
into the'backyard, which is a large 
square one. Hero wo found tho sink 
blocked up, and the closet choked. Tho 
dust, the poor people told us, had not 
boen taken away for four months cer- 
tain, which we could readily credit on 
seeing tho large heaps of dust and filth 
lying about. The water to sujiply this 
bouse, in which there aro over thirty 
persons living at present, is kept over 
the closet; and one of the occupants 
amongst all this filth, at the time of our 
visit, was washing his potatoes to soil 
baked in tho evening to tho public. De- 
cency alone ])rcveuts us from describ- 
ing the di.sgusting state of this yard, 
caused by the condition of the closet. 
Wo then went into the back-room on 
the ground door, and found the ceiling 
tumbling down, the place cpiito damp, 
the husband ill in betl with rheumatics 
(had been so for four months), and a 
child lying dead on the table opposite. 
The window of this room is close to tho 
closet, ic, described in tho previous 
paragraph. The rain was pouring down 
the stairs, so much so that wo were 
told that the collector, when he came 
for the rents, had to put u[) his um- 
brella, if raining, before going up- 
stairs. There were five living in tho 
room, for which they paid 2s. Gd. per 
week. For tho ground floor front, two 
living in it, 7s. per week was paid. 
In the first floor back wo found 
five jjcrsons residing. Groat patches 
of the ceiling were gone, and 
the water was running through tho coil- 
ing, right from tho roof two floors above, 
and we were told it had been so for tho 
past two mouth.?. For this room -lu. Cd. 
per week \s.a.s paid. In the front room 
iliorc were six living, -la. per week bemg 
paid for it. On going up to tho second 
iloor wo got wot by tho rain coming 
through the I'oof, as bad as if we wore in 
tho open air, and had to step throueh 
puddles of water. Wo found tho baclt- 
room on the floor empty; a cupboard full 
ufdirt; the window-aa-sh out and lying 
in tho room; tho ceiling over the window 
falling, and the walls saturated with wa- 
ter. For this wretched place 4s. Cd. per 
week is asked. In tho front room there 
were eight living; the paper hanging 
down through damp and tho rain was 
coming through tho ceiling. The poor 
woman in this room told us that fortlireo 
days she could not sit near her fireplace 
owing to the water coming iu; 5s, was 
tho rent of this hole. In tho third floor 
front wo saw four largo tuba in a row in 
this room to catch the water. The room 
stank with damp, and we coidd see tho 
skj' clearly through the holes iu tho coil- 
ing, about sixteen square feet of which 
was gone. Five lived in this room and 
only is. per week charged for it. For tho 
back room 2s. (Jd. per week is charged, 
and there are three living in it. Tho 
sides of the walls were full of holes — 
througli which ono could see into the 
beautiful yard below— a portion of tho 
ceiling down and the water running; off 
tho landing through the doorway into tho 
room. Wo were told that tho landlord, 
when ho bought this house some time 
smcc, stripped all tho load off tho roof 
and relaid it with common aaphalte, and 
that tho wator had been coming in ever 
since. Now and then ho would .send a 
man to repair it, but ha would merely 
give a glance and then go away. Thoso 
poor creatui'es complain that " they were 
obliged to put up witii it, for thoy could 
find nowhere else to go." There aro 
eight rooms in this house, occupied by 
nearly furty persons, for which the land- 
lord rocoivos tho extraordinary sum of 
£1 158. per week.

Rear Admiral Lord AmelitJa Beau- 
clerk was lately seized with an epilep- 
tic fit at his house in London.

.Sir Garnet Wolseley will be recalled 
from Cyprus, and will bo sent out to 
the Cape as CommanJer-in-Chiof and 
Lord High Commissionner.

.At tho Koyal wedding breakfast tho 
follow ing toasts wero given: Tho Queen 
propo.'^d the health of the "Bride and 

Bridegroom;" tho Prince of Wales pro- 
po.sod the health of the "Emperor and 
l'^ini)ress of Gc.'ruinny'' and also of tbe 
"Kiiig iind (^ueen of the Belgians;" tho 
King of the Belgians proposed the 
hoaltli of the "Queen." After dinner 
in the evening tho Quofii proposed tho 
health of the "Princo and PrincosH 
Frederick Charles of Pru.ssia." 

The London Court Journal H\wiik\t\g 
of the iMiijjress of Austria in the field 
say.s: — "Her Majesty's seat on horse- 
back and her hands and liandling of 
her mount are ab.solutoly perfect. Flor 
habits are miracle.s of tho sartorial art, 
in which department the Teuton gen- 
us from Ktultz to Stioklebacli and 
\Vi)lni(!rh.iuson are aim])ly sublime. 
The last time when out she wore one 
of (lark blue material, relieved by gold 
or gilt buttons in the Beaufort fash- 
ion." 

Tlie Empress of Austria was filled 
with wonder on meeting Mr. Kavan- 
agli, M.P. for tho county of Cnrlow, 
with tho Kildaro hounds. He was 
born without legs or arms. In place 
of legs he has six inches of muscular 
thigh stumps, one being aliout an inch 
siiorter than the other; whilo his arms 
are dwarfed to perhaps four inches of 
the upper portion of tbcso members, 
anil are unfurnished with any termina- 
tion approaching to hands. Yet he is 
a beautiful caligraphist, a dashing 
huntsman, an artistic draughtsman, an 
unerring shot, an expert yachtsman, 
and drives four in-hand. In writing he 
holds the pen or pencil in his mouth, 
and guides its course by tho arm- 
stumpa, which aro suliicienlly long to 
meet across the chest. Whoa hunting 
he sits in a kind uf saddle basket, and 
his reins are managed with surprising 
cxjiertness aud ease. 

Tho subject of auricular confeBsion 
in the Church of England has beon ex- 
citing fiomo attention in tho diocese of 
8ulihl)ury, in consequence of certain 
Ritualistic practices at special missions 
held in the parish of Bothenhanipton, 
in Dorset. Mrs. Gundry, of "The 
Hydo," Bridport, sent a letter to tbe 
Bishop enclosing a book circulated by 
tho rector of Botlienhampton. His 
lordship replied that ho disapproved of 
the book, but at the same time "the 
legitimate use of the ordinance of con- 
fession and absolution is a real part of 
the instruction of the Christian Church, 
and most precious and useful in a gen- 
eration such as that in which we live." 
Mr. Gundry c.x^pressed dissatisfaction 
with the reply, and said Mr, Towno 
had circulated in the parish pamphlets 
which invite young persona of both 
se.x-es to private auricular confession to 
the priest alone, the peiiitent being 
admonished not to reveal to any one 
what lias passed between tho priest and 
himself or herself. The Bishop further 
replies: — "I cannot agree in thinking 
that the ordinance of confession is in 
tlio Prayer-book cou6ned to sick peo- 
ple, or that it is proper that a third 
partv should be present when it is 
used. " Mrs. Gundry is nstonislied at 
tbo Bishop, and lolls him that if the 
confesaioiial be introduced into Eng- 
land those who connive at it will be 
responsible for inflicting untold misery 
on our liouseliolds and children's chil- 
d roil. 

The Lomlon papers record tho death 
of a ninn who, probably, was the ro- 
po.sitory of more dark secrets than any 
man in England, save his own son. 
The gentleman to whom we refer was 
head of the famous Hebrew firm of 
solicitors, Lewis & Lewis, of Elyplace. 
If an}' one in tho British dominions can 
"pull a fellow through," they aro the 
nion, and albeit they take cases of tho 
darkest complexion, tliey havo always 
maintained a character for personal in- 
tegrity and respectability. Tho gains 
of this firm are believed to have been, 
during the past 20 years, as large as 
those of any attorneys in Loudon, with 
the escoptioD, perhaps, of one or two 
firin.s who receive iuimenso sums as ad- 
visers of great commercial houses and 
conipimies. 

The "Duke of Connaught, when ho 
wont down to tho yacht to meet his 
Prussian bride, gave her a frank kiss, 
which was loudly applauded by the 
plebian crowd on shore. Then he 
kissed his prospective mother-in-law, 
aud £bo:ro were pore cheers. 



Mr. Hepworth Di.von in liis recently 
published work on Cyprus grows en- 
thusiastic ov-jr the fertility and pro- 
ductiveness of the island. Ho e.xtols 
in particular the quality of its wines, 
and asserts thpt those made in the vine- 
yards around Limasol are sold in Lon- 
don as superior Chambertin or Hermit- 
age. Under the British protectorate 
the yield of wine is rapdiy increas- 
ing. 

The present Duke of Newcastle will 
be a rich man, with something like 
£70,000 or £80,000 a year when he 
comes of age, as the heavy charges on 
the Worksop property are nearly paid 
ofl. Ho is a crijiple owing to an ac- 
cident whenachild, which the nurse un- 
pardonably kept from the knowledge 
of his parents, and the injured leg had 
to be rebroken and set. 

A bachelor who lately died in Man- 
chester, England, left his property to 
tho thirty women who had refused his 
matrimonial ofl'ers. He said in his 
will that to their refusals he owed the 
jieaco he had enjoyed during life, and 
that ho felt himself their debtor. 

A girl eleven years of ago is in jiris- 
on at Cahors, France, aw.iiting trial 
for burning her little two-year-okl 
brother alive because it annoyed her 
to be obliged to nur.se him. 

A great East African com|)any is to 
be formed in London on the model of 
the e.Ktinguisheil R.isl Iiidi-i company. 
Sir John Lubbock and ('ipt. Burton 
are among its promoler.s. 

Mr. Roebuck was hissed hy an un- 
known Liberal M. P. in the House of 
Commons the other night as be was 
feebly crawling tow.'irds the door. He 
had not beon in the house for a long 
timo aiul tho O])]iosition still resents 
his defection on the Eastern ques- 
tioii. 

The debt of the i itv of Paris is now 
nearly $400, 000,000, 'and tho interest 
about .?20,000,00(l a year. The cre- 
dit of the city, however, is, if 
possible, oven liigiier than that of the 
country. The nuinicipal ta.\ati(Jii 
is nearly §22.50 per head of popula- 
tion. 

There has been a virulent case of 
motlicr-in-law in Paris. The old lady 
not only confessed that she had scraijed 
a bundle of match-ends into the hus- 
band's soup while the wife was out of 
tho room, but ex[)ressed keen regret 
that the poison was not strong enough 
to kill the man, and said slic would do 
better next time. 

General Ponsonby has.sent tlie fol- 
lowing message from tho Queen to the 
Secretary of State for War: "Tho 
Queen wishes you to telegraph to Lord 
Chelmsford that she sympathizes most 
sincerely with him in tho dreadful loss 
which has deprived her of so many 
gallant officers and men, and that Her 
Majesty places entire confidence in him 
and in her troops to maintain our hon 
or and our good name." 

In the part of Roumania recently 
given up to Russia, Grozesko, a famous 
robber king, was arrested and put on 
trial. In the defence he said : "I am 
not a murderer. Duriug my long reign 
there wero no murders committed in 
this place. I robbed honestly, only 
rich people, and always polite 1}-, with- 
out violence. I robbed by right, for I 
ruled over this part of Roumania, aud 
1 was about leaving this country for 
Dobrudgia, which was assigned to me 
recently under the Berlin treaty." 

A Neapolitan journal tells of a 
young aud lieautiful girl charged with 
a novel sort of swindling. This young 
lady, whoso name is Rosa did Prete, 
has beon iu the habit of "making up," 
as an old beggar woman — probably 
after Fortuny — and in this guise collect- 
ing alms in tho public streets. She has 
got ."50 much money in this way as to 
enable her to dres.s and live in most 
luxurious style, and has actually, it in 
said, joen accustomed to receive in her 
elegant saloon in the evening the very 
persons from whom she had begger! in 
the morning. 



Two eccentric brothers have recently 
died in iNIaine, oi whom it is related 
that they together occupied one room 
of their house for years. In it they 
cooked, ate and slept, aud upon its 
smoke-begrimed walls they kept their 
accounts and their diary of events, 
which ran back to 1810. One of them 
left $15,000 for school purposes.
